Second debate sets off shock waves 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 
President Ford and Jimmy 
Carter have set off shock 
waves among politicians and 
diplomats with their second 
campaign debate. Among vot­ 
ers, die audience that really 
counts, an Associated Press 
poll today gave Carter a nar­ 
row edge. 
Ford’s pronouncements on 
Eastern Europe and the Arab 
boycott, and a hard line by 
Democrat Carter on the Pan­ 
ama Canal Zone, stirred instant 
controversy. At the same time, 
the debate thrust foreign and 
defense policy to the forefront 
in the presidential campaign. 
The 90-minute debate was 
livelier than the first encounter 
between the Republican Presi­ 
dent and his challenger. Both 
were more aggressive this 
time. Each attacked his oppo­ 
nent more freely, 
dropping 
much of the restraint and stud­ 
ied politeness that had marked 
their first confrontation. 
The AP telephone survey of 


1,071 registered voters was con­ 
ducted immediately after the 
debate Wednesday night It 
showed 38.2 per cent thought 
Carter had won, 34.6 per cent 
rated Ford the victor, and the 
rest called it a tie or said they 
didn’t know who won. 
The theoretical margin of er­ 
ror for a sample of this size is 
about 2.9 per cent in either di­ 
rection if the results are proj­ 
ected to reflect the reaction of 
the entire debate audience. 
So neither man was a clear- 
cut winner. By similar mar­ 
gins, Ford gained the advan­ 
tage in an identical survey 
after the first debate, two 
weeks ago. 
The poll also showed that 
Carter had slightly increased 
his lead over Ford 1n the presi­ 
dential preferences of those 
who watched the televised de­ 
bate. Before the debate, Carter 
led Ford 45.8 per cent to 43 per 
cent. Afterward, Carter’s mar­ 
gin had increased, and stood at 
48.5 to 44.8. 


The AP poll was conducted 
by Chilton Research Services of 
Radnor, Pa. 
Highlighted by sharp differ­ 
ences on details but broad 
agreement on foe objectives of 
foreign and defense policy, the 
debate no sooner had ended 
than both candidates said they 
thought they had done well. 
“I think I won and I’m sure 
he feels the same way,” Carter 
said as he left the ornate Pal­ 
ace of Fine Arts, site of the na­ 
tionally televised debate. Car­ 
ter said he had rated the first 
debate a tie “but I fed better 
about this one.” 
“I think we did all right,” 
said Ford. 
Both men had the same reac­ 
tion after their first encounter 
two weeks ago in Philadelphia. 
The third and final debate be­ 
tween foe two presidential can­ 
didates is scheduled for Oct. 22, 
in WiUiamsurg, Va. On Oct. 15, 
their vice [»residential running 
mates, Sens. Walter F. Mon- 
dale, D-Minn., and Bob Dole.

Inn,

When 
asked if he thought Buts would 
taka a post as lobbyest for 
agriculture in Washington, 
Johnston said he thought Buts 
would probably 
retire, and 
would not be interested in such 
an arrangement. 


In commenting on the Ford 
Administration’s federal farm 
policy, Johnston said Farm 
Bureau was generally in favor of

Washington, but when asked 
which 
candidate 
the 
organization favored for the 
presidency, Johnston said Farm 
Bureau did not endorse can­ 
didates, but did furnish mem­ 
bers 
information about the 
candidates. 


Farm Bureau has come out

election. 


Amendment 
One, 
which 
proposes a tax to be applied to 
the support of conservation, is 
opposed, according to Johnston, 
because Farm Bureau opposes 
any specific application ora tax. 
He was quick to say that Farm 
Bureau is in favor of con­ 
servation, but the method of 
creating a tax to be applied to a 
specific 
purpose, 
in 
Farm 
Bureau's view, is not in the best 


interest of the taxpayer. 
Johnston 
had a lengthy 
statement concerning Amen­ 
dment Two, which would ex- 
cempt food and drop from sales 
tax. “Missouri can’t afford this 
costly mistake,” according to 
the Farm Bureau head. 
Johnston said passage of the 
amendment would bring higher 
taxes, harm schools, cripple city 
services, cut state services and 
deprive the needy. 
Passage of estate tax reform 
was the number one issue in 
Farm Bureau this year, ac­ 
cording to Johnston. This 
proposal was signed into law by 
the President recently, when 
attached to the tax revision bill. 
Johnston said there were some 
thinp they (fid not like about the 
bill, but were willing to accept in 
order to p t the agricultural 
land valuation aspect of foe bill 
into law. 


R-Kans., will debate, most like­ 
ly in Houston. 
The Associated Press poll 
that followed the first debate 
concluded that Ford picked up 
some support. The first debate 
covered domestic and economic 
policy. 
In their second encounter, 
neither candidate seemed as 
nervous at foe outset. Each hit 
hard at the other’s recommen­ 
dations of ways to maintain 
American strength throughout 
the world while pursuing a for- 
e ip policy with moral as well 
as practical objectives. 
“I treated Mr. Ford more as 
an equal,” Carter said. “I think 
in foe first debate, I deferred 
too much to him because he 
was President.” 
Ford, however, was able to 
use his incumbency to make 
two surprise announcements of 
international significance: He 
said the United States has re­ 
ceived signals from the Soviet 
Union of its readiness to nar­ 
row differences and shape “a 


realistic 
and 
sound 
com­ 
promise” for a new agreement 
to limit strategic nuclear weap­ 
ons; and he said foe adminis­ 
tration will disclose the names 
of American firms that have 
participated in foe Arab boy­ 
cott against Israel. 
But the President also may 
have created a campaign issue 
in an unexpected area when he 
said, "There is no Soviet domi­ 
nation of Eastern Europe and 
there never will be under a 
Ford administration.” 
Ford was asked by panelist 
Max Frankel of the New York 
Times if he meant to say that 
the Russians were not using 
Eastern Europe as “their own 
sphere of influence” and were 
not making certain “with their 
troops that it’s a Communist 
zone.” 
The President replied: 
“I 
don’t believe, Mr. Frankel, that 
the 
Yugoslavians 
consider 
themselves dominated by foe 
Soviet Union. I don’t believe 
the Romanians consider them­ 


selves dominated by foe Soviet 
Union. I don’t believe that foe 
Poles 
consider 
themselves 
dominated by the Soviet Union. 
Each of these countries is inde­ 
pendent, autonomous.” 
After the debate, Brent D. 
Scowcroft, White House nation­ 
al security adviuer, was asked 
by reporters if the Soviets had 
troops stationed in Poland. 
“Yes,” he replied. 
Asked how many, Scowcroft 
said he didn’t recall and then 
said it might be four divisions. 
Then Scowcroft added, "I think 
what the President wanted to 
say is that we don’t recognize 
Soviet domination of Eastern 
Europe.” 
Dr. Lev E. Dobrianski, chair­ 
man of the National Captive 
Nations Committee, said, “I 
was shocked to hear President 
Ford state and even try to de­ 
fend his preposterous statement 
that ‘there is no Soviet domina­ 
tion over Eastern Europe.’” 
Sen. Edmund S. Muskie, D- 
Maine, who is of Polish de­ 


scent, a 
responded qutcxiy, 
saying he was “disappointed 
that President Ford chose to 
dismiss the human rights of 
millions of people in Eastern 
Europe.” 
A senior European diplomat 
said of Ford’s assertion, “It’s 
crazy. If it isn’t, what’s the 
North Atlantic alliance (NATO) 
all about?” 
During 
another 
exchange, 
Ford criticized the Democratic 
Congress for failure to disclose 
the names of companies that 
had participated in the Arab 
boycott against Israel and said 
he had directed the Commerce 
Department 
to 
release 
the 
names. 
“The Congress failed to do it, 
and we intend to do it,” said 
Ford. 
However, a Commerce De­ 
partment spokesman said he 
thought the disclosures would 
be of firms that cooperate with 
the boycott in the future rather 
than the names of firms that 
had done so in the past. 


Democratic members of Con­ 
gress quickly pointed out that 
the Ford administration vigor­ 
ously opposed antiboycott pro­ 
visions in the tax bill enacted 
this session and recently signed 
by the President. 
U.S. 
corporations are re­ 
quired by law to report to the 
Commerce Department any de­ 
mands from Arab countries to 
participate 
in 
the 
boycott 
against Israel as a condition of 
doing business in the Arab 
world. 
When asked for his position 
on the Panama Canal, Carter 
said hSmight be willing to 
share more fully the responsi­ 
bilities for administering the 
Canal with the Panamanian 
government, to pay higher fees 
for movement of goods through 
the Canal Zone and to reduce 
the U.S. military establishment 
in the zone.

With his wife, Muriel, at his 
side the past several days, the 
Minnesota Democrat was de­ 
scribed as in good spirits prior 
to the six-to eight-hour oper­ 
ation at Sloan-Kettering Cancer 
Center, where he has been hos­ 


pitalized since Monday. 
After he was put to sleep by 
anesthesia, a surgical team 
was to perform a final pre­ 
operative test — a look inside 
the diseased bladder with in­ 
struments. 
Then, barring any abrupt 
change in plans, the surgical 
team headed by Dr. Willet 
Whitmore 
was 
to 
remove 
Humphrey’s bladder and any 
additional diseased tissue. They 


Iso planned to remove a small 
piece of the bowel to make a 
drain for urine through Humph­ 
rey’s system. 
The former vice president 
has had trouble with his blad­ 
der for the past eight years. 
Some tiny tumors were once re­ 
moved, then he underwent radi­ 
ation treatment and until last 
April was receiving an antican­ 
cer drug. At that point, the 
problem had thought to have 


been cured.

President Ford's economic 
advisers were concerned that 
today’s statistics, as well as 
some yet to come before the 
Nov. 2 election, would increase 
public anxiety and put their 


man on the defensive. 
The September increase was 
the largest since wholesale 
prices rose 1.1 per cent last Oc­ 
tober. It followed a decline of 
one-tenth of 1 per cent in Au­ 
gust, and increases which aver­ 
aged three-tenths of 1 per cent 
in the three preceding months. 


The new surge in prices is 
likely to mean higher costs 
ahead for consumers, sines 
changes at the wholesale level 
are generally followed at the 
retail level. 


The increases probably will 
be reflected first at super­ 
market counters, since at least 
part of the food price hikes at 
the farm level usually are 
passed along to shoppers within 
a short time. 


Consumer finished foods — 
that is, goods ready for sale on

Proceeeed 
foods and feeds were up one- 
half per cent in September, 
after also declining in July and 
August. 


industrial commodity prices 
increased nine-tenths per cent, 
foe largest rise since a 1.2 per 
cent advance last October.

1,071 registered voters was con­ 
ducted immediately after the 
debate Wednesday night. 
It 
showed 38.2 per cent thought 
Carter had w o t , 34.6 per cent 
rated Ford the victor, and the 
rest called it a tie or said they 
didn’t know who won. 
The theoretical margin of er­ 
ror for a sampla of this size is 
about 2.9 per cent in either di­ 
rection if the results are proj­ 
ected to reflect the reaction of 
the entire debate audience. 
So neither man was a clear- 
cut winner. By similar mar­ 
gins, Ford gained the advan­ 
tage in an identical survey 
after the first debate, two 
weeks ago. 
The poll also showed that 
Carter had slightly increased 
his lead over Ford in the presi­ 
dential preferences of those 
who watched the televised de­ 
bate. Before the debate, Carter 
led Ford 45.8 per cent to 43 per 
cent. Afterward, Carter’s mar­ 
gin had increased, and stood at 
48.5 to 44.8. 


The AP poll was conducted 
by Chilton Research Services of 
Radnor, Pa. 
Highlighted by sharp differ­ 
ences on details but broad 
agreement on the objectives of 
foreign and defense policy, the 
debate no sooner had ended 
than both candidates said they 
thought they had done well. 
“I think I won and I’m sure 
he feels the same way,” Carter 
said as he left the ornate Pal­ 
ace of Fine Arts, site of the na­ 
tionally televised debate. Car­ 
ter said he had rated the first 
debate a tie "but I feel better 
about this one.” 
“I think we did all right," 
said Ford. 
Both men had the same reac­ 
tion after their first encounter 
two weeks ago in Philadelphia. 
The third and final debate be­ 
tween the two presidential can­ 
didates is scheduled for Oct. 22, 
in Williamsurg, Va. On Oct. 15, 
their vice presidential running 
mates, Sens. Walter F. Mon- 
dale, D-Minn., and Bob Dole. 


R-Kans., will debate, most like­ 
ly in Houston. 
The Associated Press poll 
that followed the first debate 
concluded that Ford picked up 
some support. The first debate 
covered domestic and economic 
policy. 
In their second encounter, 
neither candidate seemed as 
nervous at the outset. Each hit 
hard at the other's recommen­ 
dations of ways to maintain 
American strength throughout 
the world while pursuing a for­ 
eign policy with moral as well 
as practical objectives. 
"I treated Mr. Ford more as 
an equal,” Carter said. "I think 
in the first debate, I deferred 
too much to him because he 
was President.” 
Ford, however, was able to 
use his incumbency to make 
two surprise announcements of 
international significance: He 
said the United States has re­ 
ceived signals from the Soviet 
Union of its readiness to nar­ 
row differences and shape “a 


realistic 
and 
sound 
com­ 
promise" for a new agreement 
to limit strategic nuclear weap­ 
ons; and he said the adminis­ 
tration will disclose the names 
of American firms that have 
participated in the Arab boy­ 
cott against Israel 
But the President also may 
have created a campaign issue 
in an unexpected area when he 
said, “There is no Soviet domi­ 
nation of Eastern Europe and 
there never will be under a 
Ford administration.” 
Ford was asked by panelist 
Max Frankel of the New York 
Times if he meant to say that 
the Russians were not using 
Eastern Europe as "their own 
sphere of influence” and were 
not making certain "with their 
troops that it’s a Communist 
zone.” 
The President replied: 
“I 
don’t believe, Mr. Frankel, that 
the 
Yugoslavians 
consider 
themselves dominated by the 
Soviet Union I don’t believe 
the Romanians consider them­ 


selves dominated by the Soviet 
Union. I don’t believe that the 
Poles 
consider 
themselves 
dominated by the Soviet Union. 
Each of these countries is inde­ 
pendent, autonomous ” 
After the debate, Brent D. 
Scowcroft, White House nation­ 
al security adviuer, was asked 
by reporters if the Soviets had 
troops stationed in Poland. 
"Yes,” he replied 
Asked how many, Scowcroft 
said he didn’t recall and then 
said it might be four divisions. 
Then Scowcroft added, "I think 
what the President wanted to 
say is that we don’t recognize 
Soviet domination of Eastern 
Europe.” 
Dr. Lev E. Dobrianski, chair­ 
man of the National Captive 
Nations Committee, said, "I 
was shocked to hear President 
Ford state and even try to de­ 
fend his preposterous statement 
that 'there is no Soviet domina­ 
tion over Eastern Europe " ’ 
Sen. Edmund S. Muskie, D- 
Maine, who is of Polish de­ 


scent, also responded quickly, 
saying he was "disappointed 
that President Ford chose to 
dismiss the human rights of 
millions of people in Eastern 
Europe.” 
A senior European diplomat 
said of Ford’s assertion, "It's 
crazy. If it isn’t, what’s the 
North Atlantic alliance (NATO) 
all about?" 
During 
another 
exchange, 
Ford criticized the Democratic 
Congress for failure to disclose 
the names of companies that 
had participated in the Arab 
boycott against Israel and said 
he had directed the Commerce 
Department 
to 
release 
the 
names 
"The Congress failed to do it, 
and we intend to do it,” said 
Ford. 
However, a Commerce De­ 
partment spokesman said he 
thought the disclosures would 
be of firms that cooperate with 
the boycott in the future rather 
than the names of firms that 
had done so in the past. 


Democratic members of Con­ 
gress quickly pointed out that 
the Ford administration vigor­ 
ously opposed antiboycott pro­ 
visions in the tax bill enacted 
this session and recently signed 
by the President.

SALT 
POSTPONEMENT? 
There is at least some good news on the national 
defense front. It is that opposition within the Ford 
Administration may be sufficient to block the signing of a 
SALT II treaty with the Soviets on strategic arms 
limitation before the November elections. According to 
previous news leaks, the proponents of a quick signing 
had been willing to bargain away much of the U.S. cruise 
missile program while not insisting on a limitation on 
either the Soviet “Backfire” intercontinental bomber or 
their new SS-20 mobile missile. Such unilateral U.S. 
concessions run the risk of further augmenting Russia’s 
growing strategic military superiority over the U.S. 
The rationale for any SALT TREATY IS THAT IN ITS 
ABSENCE THE Soviets will outproduce the U.S. in 
strategic weapons. This is because Americans allegedly 
will not support an all-out military effort except under 
crisis conditions. Since these conditions do not exist in 
peacetime, SALT at least puts some limits on an 
otherwise limitless Soviet strategic buildup. 
The trouble with that is that SALT has had a tendency 
'to eliminate those systems, such as the ABM, where the 
U.S. had a technological advantage, while doing little or 
nothing to prevent Soviet technological improvements in 
areas such as missile MIRVing and accuracy, silo 
hardening, and deployment of mobile missiles and news 
aircraft like “Backfire.” In terms of its overall effect on 
the strategic military balance, SALT I has weakened, 
; rather than improved, the U.S. national security posture. 
The proposed SALT II treaty would perpetuate this tend. 
So it is no wonder that the Soviets are eager for a new 
treaty. They would like nothing better than to hamstring 
the U.S. cruise missile program, which now confronts 
them with a threat against which they have no present 
defense.

NEW STUDY BLAMES 
CRIMINALS FOR CRIME 
What has been called a major 
new study of the causes of crime 
amounts almost to heresy by 
today’s crazy standards. 
“The Criminal Personality,” 
by 
psychiatrist 
Samuel 
Yochelson 
and 
clinical 
psychologist 
Stanton 
E. 
Samenow, actually blames 
crime on criminals instead of 
society. 
The authors in fact state flatly 
that the belief that mental 
illness, a 
poor home en­ 
vironment 
or other factors 
outside control of the individual 
are responsible for criminal 
behavior are "simply excuses.” 
What is needed to combat crime, 
they say, 
is not so much 
society’s 
improvement 
or 
conventional therapy but an 
offender’s “conversion” to an 
entirely new lifestyle, along with 
a rigorous moral education. 
They reached their con­ 
clusions, which is the opposite of 
the one with which they began, 
on the basis of 15 years of in­ 
vestigation 
of 
criminal 
of­ 
fenders at St. Elizabeth’s, a 
government-run 
hospital 
in 
Washington. 


The researchers at first used 
traditional psychiatric methods, 
but eventually realized that the 
criminals were making fools of 
them. They then abandoned 
permissiveness 
and 
“ un­ 
derstanding” for a much more 
judgmental approach in in­ 
tensive sessions of “moral in­ 
ventory.” Instead of trying to 
allay feelings of guilt,,they at­ 
tempted 
to 
bring 
out 
a 
criminals’s latent disgust with 
himself, at the same time in­ 
dicating a willingness to work 
with him. 
In the process they discovered 
that there is no such thing as a 
“first offender.” 
“The criminal gets away with 
far more than is ever known by 
anyone else,” they say. “By the 
time he is apprehended, he has 
more than likely committed 
hundreds, if not thousands, of 
offenses.” 
It is not clear how many St. 
Elizabeth patients were suc­ 
cessfully converted from crime. 
Also, the question of how society 
is to accomplish the wholesale 
rehabilitation of the tens of 
thousands of offenders in its 
prisons, where they are in daily 
contact with fellow criminals, 
remains unanswered. 
But it is encouraging to learn 
that some criminologists are 
beginning to realize that there is 
only so much society can do, and 
that the true rehabilitation of the 
criminal 
personality 
must 
proceed 
from 
the criminal 
himself.

EROSION OF THE 
FIFTH AMENDMENT

The U S Supreme Court has 
drawn 
a 
rather 
curious 
distinction in its ruling as to the 
seizure of handwritten notes and 
business records for use as 
evidence in criminal trials. Use 
of ' such items obtained by 
subpena would violate the Fifth 
Amendment privilege against 
self-incrimination, 
the 
court 
held, but this would not apply to 
those seized with a warrant. 
The rationale set forth in the 


majority opinion written by 
Justice Harry A. Blackmun is in 
essence that whereas the in­ 
dividual involved is required to 
help 
produced 
subpenaed 
materials, this is cot the case if 
the materials are obtained by 
warrant. The “very act of 
production (of items sought) 
may constitute a compulsory” 
admission that the material is 
authentic, says the majority 
opinion. But, Justice Blackmun 
wrote, where records are ob­ 
tained with a search warrant 
“the individual against whom 
the search is directed is not 
required to aid in the discovery, 
production or authenticiation of 
incriminating evidence. ” 
As we suggest above, this 
strikes us as something of a 
distinction that is not a dif­ 
ference. The Fifth Amendment 
protection appears to be eroded, 
whether records are obtained by 
subpena or warranted search. 
This point was made by 
Justice William J. Brennan Jr. 
in 
his dissenting opinion. 
“ Search and seizure,” he 
declared, “is as rife with the 
elements 
of compulsion 
as 
subpena. ” We see little reason to 
disagree with Justice Brennan’s 
conclusion that under the court’s 
ruling the privilege against self­ 
incrimination 
becomes 
a 
“hollow guarantee.”

WASHINGTON - Last year, 
we published a sober report that 
had been smuggled to us from 
leaders of Chile’s moderate 
Christian Democratic party. We 
reported that DINA, the Chilean 
dictatorship's notorious secret 
police apparatus, was moving 
against Christian Democrats “on 
a global scale.” 
"There is reason to believe," 
we reported on Nov. 16. 1975, 
“that DINA has hired thugs to 
track down and assassinate pro­ 
minent exiles." 
Two w eeks ago. form er 
Chilean Ambassador Orlando 
Letelier was blown to oblivion as 
he w as d riv in g his blue 
Chevrolet down Washington's 
tranquil, tree-shaded Embassy 
Row. 
We have now established from 
reliable sources that he had been 
meeting with representatives of 
the Christian Democratic party. 
They informally discussed plans 
to form a coalition movement to 
oppose the Chilean dictatorship 
Our sources say that the lives 
of the other coalition members 
are also in danger. In fact, no 
Christian Democratic leader still 
brave enough to remain active 


in politics is sate. 
At least two Christian Demo­ 
cratic exiles have been marked 
for murder. Gabriel Valdes, a 
form er foreign minister, and 
R odom iro Tomic, who ran 
against the late Marxist Presi­ 
dent Salvador Allende in 1970, 
have been w arned of the 
assassination danger. 
One warning came a year ago 
from the U.S. embassy in San­ 
tiago. The FBI considt^red the 
threats so credible that special 
details were ordered to protect 
Valdes and Tomic. 
Bernardo Leighton, one of the 
founders of the Christian Demo­ 
cratic party, was gunned down 
on the streets of Rome, along 
with his wife, a year ago. He 
barely survived. 
Three days after the murder 
attempt, French police coralled 
a trio of DINA agents at Orly air­ 
port in Paris. They were inter­ 
rogated and then put aboard a 
plane for Santiago. 
The m ilitary dictatorship, 
meanwhile, continues to offer lip 
service to Chile's traditional de­ 
mocracy. But as early as July, 
1975, we saw intelligence reports 
from Santiago, which claimed 


the junta planned to wipe out the 
Christian Democratic party and 
thereby extinguish democracy 
forever in Chile. 
The United States, for its part, 
continues to finance the Chilean 
dictatorship. 
Footnote: We have discussed 
our evidence in detail with both 
Chile’s M inister of Justice 
Miguel Schweitzer and Am­ 
bassador to Washington Manuel 
Trucco. Both vehemently denied 
that their government has been 
scheming to eliminate the Chris­ 
tian Democratic party. 
NIXON’S WORRY: Richard 
Nixon is worried that President 
Ford may jeopardize his ac­ 
complishments in China. The 
former president has confided 
his concern to at least two close 
friends. 
The death of the demigod Mao 
Tse-tung has left a political 
vacuum on the Chinese main­ 
land. It is a crucial time, 
therefore, for Chinese-American 
relations. 
Yet in Nixon’s view. President 
Ford is neglecting China and 
favoring Russia. Nixon belives 
this could be an historic mistake. 
He thinks the United States 
should tilt toward China. 
The former President is also 
critical of Ford's diplomatic 
efforts in the Middle E ast Re­ 
cent events have given the 
United States an opportunity, he 
has told friends, to strengthen its 
ties with the moderate Arab 
countries. 
This will take skillful personal 
diplomacy, Nixon believes. It 
will also mean adopting a more 
balanced Middle East policy, 
less favorable to Israel. But the 


end result, Nixon contends, 
would make Israel more secure 
and, therefore, would be better 
for Israel. 
WATCH ON WASTE: In­ 
siders tell us that the General 
Services Administration has lost 
some $1.3 million worth of 
m e rc h a n d ise from a big 
w arehouse com plex outside 
Washington. 
The fancy word for the loss is 
"slippage,” but our sources say 
most of it was plain theft Yet in­ 
credibly, the GSA is abetting 
further “slippage" by merging its 
crack Investigations Branch 
with its disorganized Office of In­ 
vestigations. 
Officially, GSA says that the 
losses are nowhere near $1.3 
million and that the merger will 
improve efficiency. 
MONTOYA’S TAXES: We 
broke the story last March that 
the Internal Revenue Service 
had begun quiet audits of the tax 
returns of Sen. Joseph Montoya, 
D.-N.M., whose subcommittee 
oversees the Internal Revenue 
budget. 
This is the first time Montoya's 
taxes have been thoroughly 
audited since 1950. During the 
intervening quarter century, he 
has become a millionaire. 
An earlier move to audit the 
senator's finances was blocked 
by Internal Revenue Commis­ 
sioner Donald Alexander. His 
agency has now notified Mon­ 
toya of the results of the audits of 
his 1974 and 1975 tax returns. For 
1974, Montoya will receive a re­ 
fund of $112.05. His 1975 return 
was pronounced perfect - no 
money owed, ndne refunded.

Confetti Money: 
British Prime Minister warns 
Labor Chiefs - Workers must 
produce or Nation dies 
WASHINGTON - Why is the 
British pound going to the dogs? 
Bluntly, the answer is in the 
British Labor obsession with 
fundamentalist socialism - a 
sort 
of English proletarian 
dream of eternal security here 
on earth without really working 
for it. 
The answer is in the unionized 
workers’ basic belief that no 
shop steward, on the production 
floor, can do any wrong. For 
example, the other day 12 door- 
setters on the Ford Motor Co. 
Cortina assembly line struck at 
the big Dagenham plant outside 
London. 
The issue was trivial. The 
Ford plants all over Europe are 
known 
for 
advanced 
management, intelligent labor 
relations 
directed 
by ex­ 
perienced executives carefully 
reviewed by Henry Ford him­ 
self. Well, without doors you 
can’t put a car out to market - 
nor export it for hard currency 
which Britain and is workers 
desperately need. So 1,000 men 
were temporarily laid off. 
Almost immediately some of 
the workers smashed up the |*»n» 
restaurant. 
Furniture was 
broken. Dishes, too. Fires were 
set. Why? Because it’s always 
“I’m all right, Jack.” The rank- 
and-file are confident that a s ’ 
long as they have their socialist 
labor leaders to protect them, 
they are always all right. 
There’s 
no estimate 
on 
production losses caused by the 
Ford strike of 12 workers. But 
they’re heavy. And typical. Yet, 
pay for men and women workers 
at Dagenham is good. So are 
working conditions. 
But for 
yeafs now, management at 
British Ford, Chrysler and GM 
plants have been bad-mouthed 
because of the anti-employer 
syndrome and anti-capitalist 
fetishes, carefully cultivated by 
the aggressive left. 
Perhaps the man who best put 
it all together succinctly is the 
besieged middle-of-the-roader, 
Prime 
Minster 
Jam es 
Callaghan - who, I was told in 
London recently, really sees 
“socialism” as an oversold 
primordial superstition among 
the vast British working class. 
“We 
must 
ask 
ourselves 
unflinchingly, what is the cause 
of high unemployment?” he told 
the British Labor Party (con­ 
trolled by the Trades Union 
Congress) 
at 
its 
Blackpool 
convention the othe day. 
“Quite 
simply 
and 
unequivocally it is caused by 
paying ourselves more than the 
value of what we produce. This 
... is an absolute fact of life, 


which no government, be it left 
or right, can alter. We have 
lived for too long on borrowed 
money and even borrowed ideas 
and we live in too troubled a 
world to be able in a matter of 
months or even a couple of years 
to enter the promised land. ” 
It was then he warned against 
using “confetti money" to "pay 
ourselves 
more 
than 
we 
produce.” 
He 
inveighed against 
the 
belief that the jobless could be 
re-employed instantly with old- 
fashioned Keynesian formulas. 
“We used to Sink you could

SALT 
POSTPONEMENT? 
There is at least some good news on the national 
defense front. It is that opposition within the Ford 
Administration may be sufficient to block the signing of a 
SALT II treaty with the Soviets on strategic arms 
limitation before the November elections. According to 
previous news leaks, the proponents of a quick signing 
had been willing to bargain away much of the U.S. cruise 
missile program while not insisting on a limitation on 
either the Soviet “Backfire” intercontinental bomber or 
their new SS-20 mobile missile. Such unilateral U.S. 
concessions run the risk of further augmenting Russia’s 
growing strategic military superiority over the U.S. 
The rationale for any SALT TREATY IS THAT IN ITS 
ABSENCE THE Soviets will outproduce the U.S. in 
strategic weapons. This is because Americans allegedly 
will not support an all-out military effort except under 
crisis conditions. Since these conditions do not exist in 
peacetime, SALT at least puts some limits on an 
otherwise limitless Soviet strategic buildup. 
The trouble with that is that SALT has had a tendency 
to eliminate those systems, such as the ABM, where the 
U.S. had a technological advantage, while doing little or 
nothing to prevent Soviet technological improvements in 
areas such as missile MIRVing and accuracy, silo 
hardening, and deployment of mobile missiles and news 
aircraft like “ Backfire.” In terms of its overall effect on 
the strategic military balance, SALT I has weakened, 
rather than improved, the U.S. national security posture. 
The proposed SALT II treaty would perpetuate this tend. 
So it is no wonder that the Soviets are eager for a new 
treaty. They would like nothing better than to hamstring 
; the U.S. cruise missile program, which now confronts 
them with a threat against which they have no present 
; defense. 
We don’t think the American public wants SALT II that 
- badly. Hasty action could be far worse than no action at 
; all.

What has been called a m ajor 
new study of the causes of crim e 
amounts almost to heresy by 
today's crazy standards. 
"The Criminal Personality," 
by 
p sy c h iatrist 
Sam uel 
Y ochelson 
and 
clin ical 
psychologist 
S tanton 
E. 
Sam enow , 
a ctu ally 
blam es 
crim e on crim inals instead of 
society. 
Theauthorsin fact state flatly 
that 
the 
belief that 
mental 
illness, 
a 
poor 
hom e 
e n ­ 
vironment 
or 
other 
factors 
outside control of the individual 
are responsible for crim inal 
behavior are "sim ply excuses." 
What is needed to combat crim e, 
they 
say, 
is 
not 
so 
much 
so c iety ’s 
im provem ent 
or 
conventional therapy 
but an 
offender’s "conversion" to an 
entirely new lifestyle, along with 
a rigorous moral education. 
They 
reached 
th eir 
con­ 
clusions, which is the opposite of 
the one w ith which they began, 
on the basis of 15 years of in­ 
vestigation 
of 
crim inal 
of­ 
fenders at St. Elizabeth's, a 
government-run 
hospital 
in 
Washington 


The researchers at first used 
traditional psychiatric methods, 
but eventually realized that the 
crim inals were making fools of 
them. 
They 
then abandoned 
p erm issiv en ess 
and 
" u n ­ 
derstanding" for a much more 
judgmental 
approach 
in 
in­ 
tensive sessions of “ moral in­ 
ventory.” Instead of trying to 
allay feelings of guilt, they a t­ 
tem pted 
to 
bring 
out 
a 
crim inals's latent disgust with 
himself, at the same time in­ 
dicating a willingness to work 
with him. 
In the process they discovered 
that there is no such thing as a 
“first offender." 
"The crim inal gets away with 
far more than is ever known by 
anyone else.” they say. "By the 
time he is apprehended, he has 
more than 
likely comm itted 
hundreds, if not thousands, of 
offenses." 
It is not clear how many St. 
Elizabeth patients were suc­ 
cessfully converted from crim e. 
Also, the question of how society 
is to accomplish the wholesale 
rehabilitation of the tens of 
thousands of offenders in its 
prisons, w here they are in daily 
contact with fellow crim inals, 
rem ains unanswered. 
But it is encouraging to learn 
that som e criminologists are 
beginning to realize that there is 
only so m uch society can do. and 
that the true rehabilitation of the 
crim in al 
p ersonality 
m ust 
proceed 
from 
the 
crim inal 
himself.

Justice H arry A. Blackmun is in 
essence that whereas the in­ 
dividual involved is required to

produced 
subpenaed 
m aterials, this is not the case if 
the m aterials are obtained by 
w arrant 
The 
“ very 
act of 
production (of items sought) 
may constitute a compulsory” 
admission that the m aterial is 
authentic, says the m ajority 
opinion. But, Justice Blackmun 
wrote, where records are ob­ 
tained with a search w arrant 
"the individual against whom 
the search is directed is not 
required to aid in the discovery, 
production or authenticiation of 
incrim inating evidence.” 
As we suggest above, this 
strikes us as something of a 
distinction that is not a dif­ 
ference. The Fifth Amendment 
protection appears to be eroded, 
w hether records are obtained by 
subpena or w arranted search.

League, Jay T. Bell, pointed out, 
the G eneral Assembly did not 
replace local revenues when two 
m ajor revenue producers, the 
intangible personal property tax 
and the household goods tax, 
were repealed several years 
ago.

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NEW YORK (AP) - For 
mothers-to-be, a kind of “sea­ 
rch mit and save” program is 
spreading throughout the coun­ 
try. 
It seeks to find women facing 
high risk of complications at 
birth, and send them to the 
best-equipped and best-trained 
centers for delivery and then 
postnatal care of mother and 
baby. 
Ninety per cent of births are 
quite normal, uncomplicated 
events, specialists emphasize. 
But sudden emergencies can 
occur. Some women are at high 
risk because of diabetes, tox­ 
emia of pregnancy, or other 
conditions. Some didn’t have 
good prenatal care, had poor 
diets, or were addicted to drugs 
or alcohol. Premature births 
can mean a fight to save the 
baby’s life. 
Saving such women from 
heartbreak or even death for 
their babies or themselves is 
the objective of regional devel­ 
opment of obstetric care. It 
draws more meaning from the 
fact that 16 other countries 
have a lower infant death rate 
than the United States. 
The concept calls for coordi­ 
nating three “levels” of hospi­ 
tals or centers within a region, 
or state. Each level would pro­ 
vide high quality care, but “the 
degree of complexity of patient 
needs determines where, and 
bv whom, the care should be 


provided,” says a report urging 
wider adoption of regional 
plans. A few states are already 
practicing it — Wisconsin, Mis­ 
sissippi, Arizona, Colorado and 
North Carolina. 
Level One hospitals would 
provide service primarily for 
uncomplicated births, and be 
alert for earliest detection of 
high-risk cases.

Earlier this year, swine flu 
director Jim Donoho set Nov. 
31 as the last date for the most 
successful immunization. But

December. 
While the remainder of the 
vaccine is expected by Dec. 3, 
it will take an additional two 
weeks to shoot and immunize 
the people pushing the date to 
mid-December for complete 
immunization. 
Repeatedly, counties have 
postponed and re-scheduled 
their mass, free public clinics 
because of drug company 
delays, 
but 
Donoho 
said 
counties now are looking at 
Nov. 1 as a starting date. 
“ The 
re-scheduling 
of 
volunteer doctors and nurses 
is what hurts. We’re losing 
people. 
The 
delays 
have 
caused confusion and some 
loss of credibility with the 
public,’’ Donoho said. 
Donoho 
encouraged 
the 
public to take advantage of the 
vaccine the first time it is 
available 
in 
their 
area. 
Donoho’s advice to people who 
have not received the vaccine 
by December is — “Don’t 
mingle in large crowds.” 
“I am extremely distressed 
over the way the vaccine is 
dribbling in. People want this

Donoho said. 
On the other hand, Donoho is 
pleased that Missouri was one 
of only 16 states to be included 
in the first allocation of the 
vaccine.
